Every man lives for something.

Yet for too many people, the 
cost of these convictions has ne­ 
ver become dear. It is as though 
they shopped in the bargain base­ 
ment. Carlyle Mamey tells of a 
disc jockey who was advertising 
records at Christmastime, asking 
“ Would you like something reli­ 
gious, kind of cheap-like?’’ 
All of this is foreign to what 
Jesus discusses. His demand of 
his disciple s wa s for a n inner 
discipline. They were to be chan­ 
ged persons. They were to have 
new sets of values. 
It all cost something and there 
was nothing in the market to be 
billed as “ religious, kind of cheap­ 
like.” 


A PART OF OUR LACK of a 
sense of costliness comes because 
we have used religion as a tool. 
It has been something to s a v e 
democracy, or to hold up a per­ 
son in trouble, or save a man 
from despair. A great faith does 
all of these things, but not for 
these reasons. 
As Barbara Ward once wrote, 
“ Faith is not a matter of con­ 
venience nor even—save indirect­ 
ly—a matter of sociology.

if congressmen really want to cut down 
federal spending — instead of just talk­ 
ing about it — there would seem to be two 
effective way s in which to do it. 
One would be to go over spending by 
specific departments, and find way s to re­ 
duce appropriations. 
The other would be to stop, in the begin­ 
ning, the setting up of new federal programs 
in new spending fields 
If departmental spending is to be reduced, 
the first opening would be the Defense De­ 
partment. 
Yet almost any spending proposal in tha* 
department seems assured of congression 
al approval. This is a reflection of the deter- 
m nation of the nation to keep its defenses 
the strongest in the world. 


THE ONE member of President Kennedy ’s 
Cabinet diligently try ing to present waste 
of public funds on military equipment is 
Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara. 
Yet he is the one Cabinet member who 
is mercilessly under fire. 
The reason for this attack has many sides. 
One is that he is doing what the head of 
the Defense Department is supposed to do, 
that is. retain complete civilian control over 
the military , headquartered in the Pentagon. 
H's efforts there stir up two powerful an­ 
tagonisms 
One stems from the particular branch of 
service. Army . Navy , Air Force, which be. 
lieves its pet projects are being done away 


with. 
Another is that any attack upon defense 
'spending has an instant economic effect, for 
•the worse, on congressional districts and 
istates which stand to lose military contracts. 


• 
MR. 
McNAMARA’S 
saving efforts first 
‘have had to do with routine matters, such as 
'purchasing policies and the like, and from 
» changes here he hopes to save a billion dol­ 
la r s a y ear. 
| 
His other saving efforts have dealt with 
•the curtailment or cancelling of orders for 


specific military weapons. In these areas he 
has run into a peck of trouble. 
Just what are the weapons involved and 
what are the savings Mr. McNamara's plan 
would achieve. 
Jam es 
Reston, chief of the New York 
Times Washington bureau, points out, that 
Congress seems to feel Secretary McNamara, 
who cut the defense budget nearly 10 billion, 
wants to spend too little. The secretary s 
emphasis is on combat-ready weapons, at the 
ex pense of erotic weapons that never have 
come close to promised performance. 
One can get into endless debates on the 
value of the various items the defense sec­ 
retary is eliminating — the RS-70 is an 
ex ample, one that Congress persists in in­ 
sisting upon 
But what is evident here is 
a serious block 
to substantial saving. 
Part of the trouble is. of course, the threat­ 
ened loss of industry and employ ment. 
Part of it is congressional determination 
to hold on to industrial contracts and jobs. 
Part of it is due to genuine disagreement 
among various branches of the Defense Dc- 
pa rtment. 


IF THE Defense Department has been mo­ 
tivated by politics in the awarding of any 
contracts, as many critics insist, it is not 
practiced much more skillfully by congress­ 
men. themselves, in pulling, tugging — and 
even sluggin — to gain and keep lucrative 
defense 
business 
for 
their 
districts 
and 
states. 
Any part may be due to that factor in 
our economy which moved Mr. Eisenhower, 
in his farewell address as President, to warn 
against the conjunction of an immense mili­ 
tary establishment and a large arms indus­ 
try , “ a possible danger to the liberties of 
democratic processes.” 
“ We must guard against the acquisition 
of unwarranted influence . . . by the mili­ 
tary -industrial complex ,” he warned, because 
the "potential for the disastrous rise of mis­ 
placed power” ex isted there.

actually 
small, 
represent 
un­ 
avoidable ex penditures for parks mainten­ 
ance, police and fire 
department, 
zoning 
and building inspector and parking lot me­ 
ters. 
Considering 
the 
comparatively 
small 
amount of money the city gets from nor­ 
mal tax 
sources, City 
Council’s 
finance 
committee does a commendable job each 
y ear in drafting a workable 
money 
bill. 
The Ohio Ex penditure Council, which has 
made periodic survey s of Salem’s financial 
operations, thinks Salem city officials do a 
remarkable job with the funds at hand So 
do we.

The first coach

pint-sized wore glasses. I would have died 
for that funny little guy if he had given 
the word. 
Coming after a coach neither 1 nor any one 
else admired, feeling like this was a revela­ 
tion to all of us.

I remember two who were bums. They 
looked 
like 
bums, 
acted like bums and 
thought like bums. Letting them have any ­ 
thing to do with boy s was an affront to 
good educational practice. 


I knew one coach who had no control of 
his temper. He had no more poise than a 
chicken in a windstorm. Atop this fault, he 
was cursed with a dirty mouth and a weasel 
brain. 
And from the great Knute Roekne, who 
was a living legend at the time, down to the 
lowliest of the coaches, one truth stuck out 
like a wart on the tip of a girl’s nose: 
To be a coach is to be entrusted with the 
lifelong attitudes 
o f the impressionable boy s 
and y o ung men who have been placed in 


in the material benefits of their relationship 
with the Unted States. Brazil, dickering for 
a substantal loan, couldn’t care less about 
the niceties of diplomatic usage. 


THIS IS frequently the case. Yet, the 
United States, which is ex pected to advance 
the money under its obsessive belief that 
money can stave off communism, bend« 
over 
backward 
to 
save 
the 
feelings of 
the beneficiaries of its belief. 
It does every thing it can to spare the feel­ 
ings of a Franco in Spain, oblivious of the 
certainty that the Francos of this world 
will be ruthless when it comes their turn to 
tighten the screws on a bad bargain. 
The United States takes a slap in the face 
from President de Gaulle with an air of hav­ 
ing been awarded a medal with 
a kiss on 
both cheeks. 
It takes the incredible antics of some of 
its 
new-won "friends” in Southeast 
Asia 
with the attitude that they are well-meaning 
kiddies who mean no harm. 


THE ALTERNATIVE is not unnecessary 
rudeness. Call it, rather, reasonable reality . 
There is a time to be blunt and 
a time to 
be tactful. 
And the time to be tactful is not when the 
other party is reaching into y our pocket 
with one hand while thumbing y our ey e with 
the other. 
A little more bluntness will not offend the 
American people.

maneuver on the propaganda side 
— to soften the antagonism toward 
the Communists that prevails for 
religious reasons throughout l.atin 
America, where the peoples of all 
the countries are predom nantly 
Catholic. 
After Adzhubei left Rome, he 
was interviewed by reporters 
in 
Vienna. He declined to disclose 
any details of his conference at the 


Vatican, and

news 
dispatch 
quotes h m as « ay ing: “ I am a n 
atheist. 1 could break my word to 
the holy father, but I will not.” 
Another news services quotes 
him as adding; “ As an atheist, I

audience that this union inspired 
him with hope 


That’s strange. Especially after 
reading Docket No, 116-56 of the 
Subversive Activities 
C o n t r o l 
Board (SACB) 
Mr. Hoffa should 
know of this document. It involves 
this union, with which he has a 
political and industrial mutual aid 
pact. 


This official government docu­ 
ment states bluntly that the SACB 
has determined that the Mine Mill 
union is “ a Communist-infiltrated 
organizat on within the meaning of 
section 3 of the Subversive Ac­ 
tivities Control Act of 19 50. as 
amended by the Communist Con­ 
trol Act of 1954 ” 


This decision 
came 
down 
on 
May 4. 19 62—after almost eight 
y ears of hearings ano invest ga- 
tions. 


SINCE HIS MAY be news to 
Jim Hoffa I want to quote the 
law on the meaning of a “Com­ 
munist-infiltrated organization.” 


Section 3 defines this as “any 
organ zation in the U.S. 
( ot h e r 
than a Communist-action organ­ 
ization or 
a Communist-front or­ 
ganization) which (A) issubstan- 
tially directed, dominated or con­ 
trolled by an individual or indi­ 
viduals who are. or who within 
three y ears have been actively en­ 
gaged in, giving aid or support 
to a Communist-action organiza­ 
tion. 
Commun st foreign govern­ 
ment, or the world Communist 
movement referred to in section 2 
of this title, and (B) is serving, 
or within three y ears has served, 
as a means for (a) the giving of 


a d or support to any such or­ 
ganization. government, or move­ 
ment, . . .” 


This is part of a long and spec­ 
tacular document. But y ou get the 
general idea of what the govern­ 
ment thinks officially of the Mine 
Mill and Smelter Workers — a 
union whose jurisdiction covers 
the mining and smelting of non- 
ferrous 
metals such a.s nickel, 
copper, uranium. 


THIS DECISION of the Sub­ 
versive Activities Control Board 
would automatically deprive the 
Mine-Mill outfit of its right to rep­ 
resent the m ners and to function 
under the National l abor Rela­ 
tions Board. This could practically 
put it out of ex istence as a union. 
So there is ample opportunity for 
appeals. 


At the moment the organization 
has resorted to ihe Federal Court 
of Appeals and it can go to the 
Supreme Court if it is unsuccess­ 
ful in the lower division. The un­ 
ion has also asked the Subversive 
Activities CONTROL Board for a 
hearing on a redeterminalion of 
the findings. 


These hearings are under way . 
Ten witnesses have been heard in 
Washington and 20 in San Fran- 
got—a recess so it could open its 
national conven'ion last Monday . 
The Justice Department is fight­ 
ing the appeals. Federal attorney s 


are asking the board to strike out 
the testimony of some witnesses 
which the union has been putting 
on the stand in its eftort to have 
the board state that the Mine- 
Mill orgamzat on is not now a 
Commumst-infiHrated unit 
The witnesses whose testimony 
the Justice lawy ers want stricken 
have taken the Fifth Amendment 
when asked if they were Commu­ 
nists before 1959. This, the feder­ 
al men charge, prevents cross-ex ­ 
amination. 


THE TWO APPEALS will be 
in the works for a long time. But 
meanwhile there is Docket 
No. 
116-56. 
It is to the leaders of the Mine, 
Mill and Smelter Workers, gath­ 
ered in convention, that Jim Hof­ 
fa shouted against “ stupid news­ 
papers.” It is to the leaders of 
this convention that Hoffa said, 
theirs is one of the few unions 
which 
inspire 
“ hojae 
that 
the 
American 
labor 
movement 
will 
finally wake up before it is de­ 
stroy ed.'' 
It is with this union that Hoffa, 
in the name of the Teamsters, 
completed on Aug. 
18. 
19 61, 
a 
"mutual assistance pact designed 
to promote cooperation in all ma­ 
jor areas of trade union activity .” 
Hoffa should read Docket No. 
116-56. It may startle him, as it 
did a great many others.

If every one would join the resi­

Roads in their safety problem, 
something could be done, but a 
few people alone can do nothing. 


When someone is killed it will 
be too late. Even if y ou don’t 
live there, isn't the life of a child 
worth any effort y ou might pos­ 
sibly make to help lessen the haz­ 
ard out there? 


They told us after our children 
were killed that the driver was 
clear as soon as the children died. 
The Highway Patrol won't arrest 
or 
make 
charges 
against 
the 
driver when there is a fatality . 
It doesn't matter how many traf­ 
fic laws are violated. 


I watched the car sail off the 
road at our children and could 
tell each place it hit the ground 
after hitting them, but they told 
me they could have no adult wit­ 
ness to testify before the Grand 
Jury . 


Neither 
could 
the child 
who 
leaped to safety testify . He was 
never questioned since any thing 
that happened there was "neither 
here nor there.” The child who 
could remember nothing after see­ 
ing the car comrng straight at 
them until so ma ny ho ur« la ter 


bones about the fact that, as athe­ 
ists, they do not have to keep a 
promise or obey any of the rules 
of morality to which Western civil­ 
ization adheres. 
Khrushchev’s son - in - law un­ 
doubtedly wants to see a meeting 
betwwn the Soviet Premier a n d 
Pope John XXIII. He said, how­ 
ever, that, while an ex change of 
views between them as “ heads of 
state" would be useful, “ there can 
never be peaceful coex istence be­ 
tween the Christian religion and 
our Communist doctrine.” 
Oddly enough, the negot ations 
being carried on constantly be­ 
tween the United States govern­ 
ment and the Moscow reg.me are 
predicated on the assumption that 
both parties will keep their prom­ 
ises. 
The prolonged discussion, for in­ 
stance. on 
a nuclear - test ban 
presupposes good fa th on 
b ot h 
sides- Otherwise, chea ing could 
nullify any agreements that might 
be signed. 
Likewise, the United States has 
been rely ing upon the So\iet gov­ 
ernment to keen its promise v th 
reference to the withdrawal of S >- 
viet troops and technicians from 
Cuba. 
A few thousand have been re­ 
moved, but now there is no cer- 
ta nty that all of the troops a n d 
technician, will be taken out of 
Cuba by the Soviet government— 
and no proof of the ex tent to which 
the number 
there 
has 
actually 
been reduced. Prom ses and as­ 
surances evidently mean nothing 
to the Kremlin 
The whole strategy of the Com­ 
munists is to keep on haggl.ng and 
arguing, even if it takes y ears, 
and to make an “agreem ent’ only 
as a last resort 
Even then, the 
V,estern world 
has 
again 
a n d 
again ex pressed the fear that the 
Russians would 
ignore, as they 
have n the past, any promises and 
pledges they may give. 
But it rarely happens that any ­ 


body high up :n the Communist 
hierarchy publicly admits this or 
claims the right to break a prom­ 
ise or a pledge at will. 


WHILE KHRUSHCHEV’S 
son- 
in-law is not an official of the So­ 
viet government, he holds an im­ 
portant post as the editor of a 
government - controlled 
n e w s * 
paper. Certainly he knows enou­ 
gh about the operations of 
the 
Communist party to state its ba­ 
sic and fundamental 
do c t r i n e . 
Khrushchev obviously is using his 
son-in-law for the very difficult 
and delicate maneuver of approa- 
chinu the Vatican. 


Adzhubei, when in Washington 
not long ago, was entertained at 
the White House. It was doubtless 
felt that 
since he is so close to 
Premier Khrushchev, go'x l rela- 
t ons won! 1 be cemented as a re­ 
sult of int mate talks. 


What is surmising is the bold­ 
ness now of Mr. Khrushchev's son- 
in-law in proclaiming that Com­ 
munism doesn't require the keejv 
ng of pledges and that at any time 
th v may be violated 
This is a 
species of immorality to which the 
West is unaccustomed, and vet it 
is the kev to the whole problem of 
relations b< :ween the Moscow gov­ 
ernment and the nations of the 
Wes . 


It is d ff cult to see how the 
American government in the fu­ 
ture can negotiate with the Mos­ 
cow government on any subject 
which involves a 
mutual obliga­ 
tion. For the United States gov­ 
ernment now has been publicly ad­ 
vised that embedded n the basic 
thesis of communism is the athe­ 
istic privilege of violating written 
or oral pledges at will. Lenin h m- 
seif enunciated 'he doctrine as fol­ 
lows: 


“ We 
have to use any 
ruse, 
d'x lges 
treks, cunning, unlawful 
methods, concealment and veiling 
of the truth ”

"Upon graduation, he married 
a public health nurse, and bought 
a farm with an F’HA loan. He 
took 
a Civil 
Service job at a 
nearby Air Force base with the 
public information staff.

emergency

from the government. 
"Later, he put part of his land

“ He went to Washington with
